EASTERN DISPATCHES 


The Masons and Morgen -— Another 
Story. 
RocuHeéstEr, Dec. 3. 
The Unwn Advertiser publishes a 
seven column report made by the late 
Frederick Whittlesby, an anti-Masonic 
leader, giving a circumstantial account 
of the abduction of William Morgan. 
It is a most interesting story, but it is 
in brief that when Morgan had been 
arrested for a trivial debt and abducted 
from the Canandaigua jail through 
Rochester to Fort Niagara, he was 
confined there in a magazine in charge 


of Edward Giddens. On the 14th of 
September, 1826, a Royal Arch Chap- 
ter was installed in Lewiston and 
many Masons were present, most of 
whom knew of Morgan’s place of 
confinement. Morgan ror ha to take 
food from his captors, saying that he 
would starve rather than put himself 
in their power, ahd made a great out- 
cry and was with the greatest difficul- 
ty quieted, Several confereaces of 
Masons were held for a decision of the 
question how to dispose of Morgan, 
all agreeing that he had forfeited his 
life; and all evidence gathered by 
Whittlesey tends to show that he was 
put to death on the night of the 19th 
of September by being cast into the 
Niagara river. William P. Daniles, 
at the trial in Lockport, posi- 
tively refused to answer a question 
on the ground that he might crimi- 
nate humself as accessory to the mur- 
der. Masons in the vicinity tearless- 
ly asserted that nobody would ever 
have been punished even if tried for 
murder, because the Masons were in 
high places and would shield them. 
Whittlesey, who wrote this document, 
was a very eminent man and died in 
1851, but the document has never be- 
fore been published, and it is believed 
to be the most convincing ever pre- 
pared on the subject. 


Police Administer the Law with Six 
Shooters. 


Cuicaco, Dec. 3. 
The police were notified this after-

in hiding in the rear of 134 North 
Halsted street. A ‘squad of police 
were ordered out to capture him, with

Policeman Mulhinilly, in that neigh- 
borhood, heard of Allen’s whereabouts 
about the same time, and proceeded to 
the place alone, shortly in advance of 
the squad, and was met at th” door by 
Allen, who fired, the ball taking ef- 
fect in the policemnan’s forehead, but

was stunned, but returned the fire. 
Allen ran out and dodged among 
freight cars pursued by the squad of 
police and a great gang of citizens 
who came up about that time. Allen 
fnally hid in a hencoop, into which 
the police’ fired a number of shots, 
when be came out,sthrew up his hands 
and offered to surrender. But the 
police, infuriated at the death of their 
comrade and attempted killing of 
another, refused to listen to his plea, 
and he fell completely riddled with 
bullets. The body was taken to the 
police station where it was viewed by 
a large crowd during the entire even- 
ing. 
Still Growling Over Garfield's Funeral 
Expenses. 
WasHINGTON, Dec. 3. 

The special award of the Board of 
Andit in the matter of Garfield’s 
funeral expenses, will not be satisfac- 
tory to some of the doctors. Dr. Bliss, 
who was allotted $6,500, says he will 
not aceept it. It does not represent 


money actually expended by him on 
account of Garfield’s illness. It cost 
him, first and last, $15,000. He would 
have what his services are worth er 
nptaeg- This deprivation of pay was 
afraud. He earned $1,500 to $3,000 
per month, and during the President's 
illness he neglected his practice en- 
tirely aod for months afterwards on ac- 
couat of blood-poisoning and mental 
fatigue; besides, Dr. Boynton and 
Mrs. Edson were awarded almost as 
much as physicians in care of the case. 


A Lightning Steamship. 

New York, Dec. 3. 
The American Quick Time Transit 
Company of Boston designs to build 
steamers and run across the Atlantic 
in five days at less expense than the 
present slow boats require. Perry 
Blivin is building them. They are 
long, natrow and buoyant in the 
water, mastless and shapely, with a 

screw teo feet in diameter, entire] 
under water. One vessel, the Meteor, 
is nearly done, and will, it is expected, 
plow the crests of waves. Ventilating 


shafts prepared will be very effective 
in the worst weather. The Meteor 
will have engines of 2,500 horse-power 
and they will be placed -inside in ten 
days.

Mrs. Langtry'’s Engagement. 
New York, Dec. 3. 

It is rumored that Mrs. Labouchere 
has quarrelled with Mrs. Langtry be- 
cause the Jersey Lily flirted on the 
stage with occupants of the boxes at 
Wallack’s theater and visited the 
boxes between acts. It is said Mrs. 
Langtry is greatly disappointed at tue 
reception accorded her by the New 
York press. No wonder, for the 
treatment she had at the hands 
of the press has been something 
unique in her experience. The fact is, 
most of the English papers, having 
the fear of the Prince of Wales and 
the best society before their eyes, 
todied in the humblest fashion to the 
stage-struck Langtry and dared not 
express honest opinions. We know 
there was pot an _  honest-speskiog 
Eoglish press, for they admit it them- 
selves. They are printing at length 
adverse criticisms of American papers, 
and seem to be glad that Americans 


.| are disposed to talk out plainly and
